THE HISTORICAL IMPORTANCE OF EL DORADO COUNTY 


It has been aptly stated that El Do- 
rado County is the mother county of 
the entire Mother Lode area. Sutter, 
Marshall and their associates couid 
little anticipate or foresee the extent 
of the influence their discovery would 
have on the entire world, but today we 
can look back and see the principal 
cause of a great surge of people west- 
ward across thousands of miles of 
hills and prairies and the ultimate 
permanent establishment of the great 
state of California. 

Nor was this great boom limited to 
fortune seekers in search of metal. Side 
by side with these first pioneers and 
adventurers came the merchants, arti- 
sans and professional men who are 
found in any well established commun- 
ity. The hardships they endured serv- 
ed either to break them or to develop 
them into strong leaders. 

The swashbuckling men and the sen- 
Sational events of those early years 
have received the heavy emphasis in 
the song and story of early California. 
But 
many of those famous characters of 
doubtful repute soon left the stage and 
the real characters who built the West 
Were those men and women who in- 
sisted upon law and order and who laid 
the foundations not only for their own 
personal fortunes but also for 
of California.
